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Italian court rules 


American author defames Pius XII 


ROME (NC)—An Italian court has 

declared that American author Robert Katz 
defamed Pope Pius XII by claiming in a book 
that the Pope knew in advance of Nazi plans 
to slaughter 335 Romans during World War 
Il. 
_ Suit was brought ‘against Brooklyn-born 
Katz, author of Death in Rome, by the Pope’s 
59-year-old niece, Contessa Elena Rossig- 
nani, in January, 1974. 


BY THE VERDICT the court in effect ruled 
that Pope Pius was unaware of the Nazis’ 
plans to kill Romans at the Ardeatine Caves 
outside of Rome in reprisal for the slayings of 


33 German soldiers by Roman partisans in 
1944, ; 


The Vatican’s daily newspaper called the — 


verdict ‘‘a clarifying element in. the 
defamatory campaign’’ against the wartime 
Pope. 


“The shadow that people ‘have sought to 
throw over the Pontiff about his claimed 


‘silences’ did not find, does not find and will 
not find confirmation, as was established 
during this case on the basis of persons who 
were still aware of the tragic wartime facts,’’ 
said the newspaper, L’Osservatore Romano. 


THE PAPER continued: ‘‘The Pope who 
before, during and after the war, intrepidly 


worked for peace, for aid to the weak and the 


persecuted, for assistance to the vanquished, 
also for equality and stable international 
coexistence and who worked as defender of 
Rome, is revealed in the light of history.” 


The beatification cause of Pope Pius XII is 
progressing ‘‘well and rapidly’, and was in 
no way held up because of the Katz trial, 
according to Jesuit Father Paolo Molinari, 
postulator, or official promoter of the Pope’s 
cause. 


During the trial Katz’s lawyer had said the 
beatification process had been halted in view 
of the proceedings. Father Molinari said the 
lawyer’s statement was ‘“‘not grounded on 
anything and was a false assumption.”’

High court skirts 
ruling on abortion 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The U.S. Supreme 
Court refused Dec. 1 to hear an appeal from a 
lower court decision that allows a publicly- 
owned, privately-operated hospital to bar 
abortions. 


As a result the hospital can continue to 
refuse the use of its facilities for abortions, 
but the Supreme Court can still decide to 
hear a similar case at a later date in which a 
similar ruling could be either upheld or 
overturned. 


IN THE MEANTIME the nation’s courts 
face conflicting decisions at the second- 
highest level of the judicial system: two U.S. 


- citcuit courts of appeals have upheld private 


hospitals in such cases, while one has held 
that even private ~hospitals must allow 
abortions if they receive public funds. 


Supreme Court Justice Byron White,’ 
joined by Chief Justice Warren Burger, 
dissented from the decision not to review the 
case. White argued: ‘‘The question is 
important, the conflict is clear, and this court 
has a responsibility to resolve it.’’ 


The case arose when Orange Memorial _ 
Hospital, a publicly-built but» privately-run 
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community hospital in Beaumont, Tex., 
refused to allow one of its: staff doctors, Dr. 
John C. Greco, to perform abortions in the 
hospital’s facilities. Ss 

GRECO SUED, and the case was carried to 
the Fifth U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans, which ruled that he had no 
constitutional grounds for his suit because 
the hospital was private. 


In similar cases, however, the Fourth U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals—covering Mary- 


‘land, Virginia, West Virginia, and North and 


South Carolina—has ruled that even private 
hospitals, if they use public funds, must 
provide facilities for abortions. rae 


The basis for this approach is what is called © 


the ‘‘state action doctrine,’ namely that 
when there is sufficient state interest in the 
hospital, what would otherwise be considered 
the hospital’s internal affairs must fall under 
the 14th Amendment and the state’s equal 


_ protection laws. 


In 1973 the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals iti 
Chicago ruled in favor of a Green Bay, Wis., 
hospital in a similar case. Author of that 
opinion was the new Supreme Court 
nominee, Judge John Paul Stevens.

TWO YEARS seems.a long 


' time to build a church, ‘but

138 working days on the 
project, mostly on week- 
ends,”’ Cervantes said. 
“Under the circumstances, 
we are making good pro- 
gress.” 


Father Peter Luque, pas- 
tor, said the tentative date 


for. the dedication. of the - 
church is March 14 of next: 


year. Located at Seventh and 
L Streets, the building fea- 
tures: contemporary Aztec 
design and’ covers 8,000 
square feet. 


Father Luque created the 
design concept and said: ‘‘I. 


know it is very . unique 
injecting the Aztec culture 
into the tradition of Catholic 
architecture, but the French 
did it with their Gothic 
design, and the Romans with 
Roman design, so why can’t 
we apply the same originality 
here in Colton?’’ 


The altar area, which can 
be partitioned by sliding 
glass doors, is the central 
focus of the church. Behind 
the main altar will be a 
chapel for daily Mass. A 
multi-purpose area will be in 
front of the main altar which 
features an overhead dome. 


The multi-purpose area 
may be partitioned for spec- 
ial events, classes, meetings 
or other activities. It can also 
be opened up for major 
parish social functions in- 
cluding dances and_ ban- 
quets, Father Luque said. 


THE STRUCTURE also 
features two alcoves, rest- 
rooms, a kitchen, sacristy 
and confessionals — both 
traditional and a reconcilia- 
tion room for. face-to-face 
confession. ‘ 


The specially designed and 
carved altar has arrived from 
Italy, and a life-sized; aged 
bronze-like statue of Jesus 
and the Woman at the Well 
has been delivered by Joya of 
Los Angeles.

Ten years later—it's still starting 


On the feast of the Immaculate Conception, Dec. 
8, 10 years ago, Vatican II held its final session. A 
popular saying arose that seemed to echo the views 
of the world’s bishops attending: ‘The council is 
over, the council has just-begun.’’ 


Ten years later the comments of a number of © 


Catholic leaders in the United States indicate that 
the council still ‘“has just begun.’’ Here are some: 


Bishop James S. Rausch, general secretary of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops and the 
U.S. Catholic Conference: The unfinished agenda is 
topped by ‘‘a much deeper understanding’’ of 
Lumen Gentium (Light of Nations, a council 
statement on the nature of the Church). ‘That’s so 
central, to know who you are. I’m convinced that the 
problems in society are directly related to the 
failure to respond to moral areas, to the call to 
sanctity...’’ 


Brother Joseph Davis, executive director of the 
National Office for Black Catholics: ‘“‘We are at the 
Starting. point in many areas. One thing | would 


characterize as the unfinished agenda is the dual : 


issue of collegiality and pluralism in the Church. | 
don’t think we’ve explored pluralism to its fullest 
potential...and particularly for the blacks and 
Spanish-speaking. ..’’ : 

_ Sister of Loretto Mary Luke Tobin, only U.S. 
female observer at the council: ‘‘We need to take 
seriously. the document on the Church in the 
Modern World, especially as it deals with the whole 
business of militarism.and the arms race.’’ Also the 


document ‘‘spelled out an end to discrimination 


against women...and the Church should be 
listening more to women...without listening, it 
can’t know where women are hurting.’’ 


Divine Word Father Joseph Francis, president of 
the conference of Major Superiors of Men: ‘There 
‘are many individual unfinished tasks from the 
council. All of them will have to be accomplished by 
wider participation...each person has:to take on the 
responsibility—which is really the basic concept of 
Christian stewardship.’ 


Father Frederick MacManus, dean of graduate 
studies, Catholic University, Washington, D.C., 
specialist in liturgy and. Church law: “‘The most 
serious thing is that we make the Church’s mission

communication is so highly developed, but 
religious values and the mission of the Church are 
not being communicated:’’ : 


Alphonse’ Matt Jr., editor of. conservative 
independent Catholic weekly, The Wanderer: 
‘“‘Catholics have become more Protestant. They’ve 
become less receptive to the teaching of Holy 
Mother Church. A lot of the misdirection and 
failure that we have is a failure to take the direction 
of the council as a whole. The dogmatic constitution 
Lumen Gentium is the kéystone.’’ 


Donald Thorman, founder and_ publisher of 
liberal independent National Catholic Reporter: 
The achievement of the council was ‘‘openness’’. 
This has ‘‘opened the Church to new ideas, and 
purely in organizational or sociological terms has 
opened the way for more involvement and more 
satisfaction among the laity, priests and men and 
women religious. The documents (of the council) 
have provided important insights for the 
professionals in the Church. But most people 
haven’t ever read them.’’ 


If we behaved like Christians... 


Pope John XXIII—who surely must enter the 
halls of sainthood in record time—once ‘tom- 
mented: ‘‘If we behaved like Christians, there 
would be no pagans.’’ From the time of the apostles 
we have displayed that unfortunate human frailty 
which shows in vehemence, verbal violence, 
castigation and outright condemnation. And in too 
many cases it has led to war—all in the name of 
Christianity. : 

These remarks are prompted by the welter of 
reactions to recent stories in the Southern Cross, 
which awaited me on return from a couple of weeks 
late vacation. Subjects liké control of guns, inner 
city parishes, Spanish-speaking needs and homo- 


~sexuals in the Church are those which prompt many 


and varied viewpoints. 


We live in controversial times, in a Church . 
which, while it preaches love of Christ and 
neighbor, inevitably becomes involved in contro- 
versy. By its very. nature, the Church is the 
lightening conductor for many of the storms which 
blow throughout the world today, political, 
sociological, nationalistic, educational, philosophi- 
cal—you name it. i ; . 


From St. Paul to St. Francis of Assisi, from St. 
Augustine to Cardinal John Newman and our 
present Pope Paul the disharmony which so often 
breaches the Christian front is a constant reminder 
that we don’t consistently behave like Christians. 
And we of the Catholic press are in the thick of 
today’s controversies, whether we like ot or not. In 
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“We've just received the circulation-report on our non-controversial, 
nice news only edition. Now which one of you guys didn’t buy a copy?” 


fact, as we were told at our recent Catholic press 
convention in Los Angeles, there is no group within 
the Church ‘‘more in the front line.’’ 


We don’t create the controversies, but often it is 
our duty to report them. We don’t look for trouble, 
but on the other hand it would be dishonest to 
sweep in constantly under the carpet. Too often the 
media are blamed for what they report, as though 
they create the news. And we of the Catholic press 
are no exception.

Patience and circumspection are 
mature qualities by no means 
prevalent in the infantilism, the 
“instant gratification’’ syndrome, of 
the current American scene. But for 
the Christian it is the only way of life. 


TRUE, THERE is an urgency about 
the Christian message, and there can 
be no procrastination in our commit- 
ment, but there is also the need to 
take stock, to check and recheck. 


“Be constantly on the watch! Stay 
awake! You do not know when the 
appointed time will come...Look 


Watch, like the shepherds 


around you! You do not know when 


_ the master of the-house is coming...do 


not let him come and catch you asleep. 
1 say to all: Be on guard!”’ Jesus told 
his disciples. ; 


When the apostles slept in the 


. garden at Gethsemane, despite his 


plea for their watchfulness, he used 
the same words ‘Asleep? Could you 
not stay awake for even an hour? Be 


_on guard and pray you will not be put 
to the test. The spirit is willing but the 


flesh is weak.’’ 


BUT EVEN AFTER that warning, - 


they did not watch, and his time of 


- betrayal took them by surprise. It is. 


very easy to betray Christ. It is very 
easy to let the guard fall and let self 
take over. 


We need to rest, to sleep. We need 
to be loved. We need to satisfy our 
desires, our wants. And in the - 


preoccupation with those needs, the 
vigilance is relaxed and we are no 


longer alert to the call of Christ within © 


us. . 


Cardinal John Henry Newman was 


‘enough aware of this call that his 


prayer was to become so one with 


Christ, so diminished in him, that ‘‘all - 


who come in contact with me mayook 
up and see no longer me, but only 
Jesus.” ; : 

FOR HIM THERE was no question 


of the need for watchfulness. We are 
not simply to believe, he said, but to 


watch; not simply to love, but to 


watch; not simply to obey, but to 
watch. To watch—for what? 


For that great . event—Christ’s 
coming. He points the difference 
between the anticipatory, suspenseful 
character of watching for Christ and 
the commemorative personal pain of 
watching with Christ. 

To watch with Christ is to 
contemplate and renew in one’s own 
person, the cross and agony of Christ 


_and take up the mantle of affliction’ 


Christ wore on earth. To watch with 
Christ is to suffer with him, in the 
longing to be worthy, as we await the 


encounter with his presence. 


IT 1S NOT OUT of place to recall the 
Passion in these last days of Advent. 
We cannot celebrate’ Christmas in. 
isolation. Beyond the creche the 
crucifix still hangs; the Eucharist: 
draws us into the Resurrection and the 
promise of the second coming of 
Christ. 


Endurance is as much a Christian 
virtue today as it was in the days of 
the catecombs. We watch and wait for 
birth, for death, for ‘resurrection and 
fulfillment of the promise. The 
waiting is slow and long, but it cannot 
be passive. 


The watch must be faithful and 
always alert, but without. anxiety. 
Christmas reminds us again .of the 
wonderful faithfulness of God’s love 
and concern for every man. 


For us, in this life, the star is always 
ahead, pointing the way, bringing us 
daily closer to the Saving Lover of the 
universe. ;

Talking Point—Vatican I 


When the second Vatican Council 
ended on Dec. 8, 1965, it set in motion 


. changes such as the Church had not 


seen in centuries. 


It was the first council in nearly a’ 
century and became a major water- 
shed in religious thought and action, 
affecting more. than just the Catholic 
Church. 


ITS ORIGIN came Jan. 25, 1959, 
when Pope John XXII!—only 90 days 
into his papacy—surprised the world 
by announcing he was going to call 
the world’s -bishops together for a 
much-needed ‘‘aggorniamento’’ or 
updating of the Church. 


Following years of intensive theo- 
logical preparation the council’s first 
session began on Oct. 11, 1962, and 
Pope John died a few-months later, in 


‘June, 1963. Pope Paul VI declared a 
major task of his papacy would be to > 


complete the work begun by Pope 
John. ( 

By the end of four years of work the 
college of bishops with the Pope had 
published two dogmatic constitutions 
on the Church and revelation; a 
constitution on the liturgy; a pastoral 
constitution on the Church in. the 
Modern World; three declarations, on 
Christian education, on religious 
freedom, and on the. Church and 
non-Christian religious; and nine 
decrees. 


THE DECREES were on communi- 
cations, ecumenism, the Eastern 


~fites, bishops, priéstly formation, 


religious life, and laity, priests, and 
missionary activity. . 


Now, 10 years later some of the 
confusion has begun to clear. away, 
showing the major lines of develop- 
ment. Among: these are: : 

'—decentralization of power: dis- 
cretionary powers to national confer= 


ences of bishops formerly retained by 
the Vatican; 


—liturgical changes: revisions of 
rites for sacraments; 


—ecumenism: dialogue and coop- 


‘eration with almost every other 


Christian denomination; 


—non-Christian religions: repudia- 
tion of all forms of anti-Semitism; 


—Church and world: promotion of 


peace and justice, etc.; 


—Laity: laypersons called upon 
more strongly to exercise essential 
role of ministry and mission. 


Innumerable. other changes of 
structure, attitude and style flowed 
from the Second Vatican Council and 
the Spirit engendered, according to 
many observers, is only the start of a 
renewal that would have to continue 
throughout the Church’s existence.

‘Navy’s chief chaplain says 


Church attendance

Church attendance is 
creating rough waters for the 
Navy’s spiritual ship, accord- 
ing to the chief of Navy 
chaplains, Rear Adm. 
(Msgr.) John J. O’Connor, 
at.a press conference in San 
Diego recently. é 

““‘We’re not getting the 
number of people to church 
that we should,’’ said the 
priest of the Philadelphia 
archdiocese. ‘‘I don’t say it 
critically, but we have to 


_ keep ourselves aware of it.’’ 


Msgr. O’Connor, only the 


_ second Catholic to head the 


850 member Navy chaplains’ 
corps, which also serves the 
Marines and Coast Guard, 
was in California to celebrate 
the corps’ 200th anniversary. 


He said there is a growing 
awafeness that many naval 
personnel are _ spiritually 
hungry.. ‘‘They know they 
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are not being fulfilled in a 
material sense, in their work 
and marriage. You can see it 
in their faces; in their eyes.”’ 

But, the top-ranking Navy 
chaplain said, “‘they don’t 
know what they are looking 
for. However, a number of 
them are looking for spiritual 
fulfillment.’’ 

Msgr. O’Connor, who be- 
came a Navy chaplain 23 
years ago, said the big 
hindrance to the chaplain 
corps today is the lack of 
proper assistance and a 
shortage of chaplains. 

Lay eucharistic ministers 
have aided the Catholic 
ministry, he said, and there 
is talk of establishing a 
permanent deacon program 
for naval personnel on active 
duty. 

THUS, they would main- 
tain their regular jobs, but be 
ordained ministers able to 


help in the ministry, said the. 


55-year-old priest. 
Concerning spiritual re- 
surgence in the Navy, Msgr. 
O’Connor said the charis- 
matic movement is rapidly

Fr. Fischer blasts networks | 


HOLLYWOOD—The di- 
rector of the San Diego 
diocese’s Office of Radio and 
Television strongly criticized 
the television rating system 
and network slavishness to 
profits, before a. public 
hearing of the Federal Com- 
munications. Commission re- 
cently at the University of 
Southern California. 

According to an article 
published in the Hollywood 
Reporter, Father Eugene B. 
Fischer attacked the family 
viewing period, charging 
that the profit approach to 
programming ‘‘has made it 
difficult for legitimate religi- 
ous drama to get on the air.”’ 

HE SAID the quest for 
profits also has had a 
detrimental impact on child- 
ren’s programming, the pa- 
per reported. 

The paper also reported 
that the San Diego priest 
criticized the lack of com- 
munity participation in the 
decision to adopt a family 
viewing concept, and scored 
the lack of a ‘‘serious 


parish, the priests in a nearby 
monastery, or a visiting missio- 
nary started the ball rolling. 
Priests always seem to be there 
when people need them most. It 
_ really bugs you: Makes you think 
of giving your life for others. 


MAYBE

“All indications _ point 
toward the profit-motive and 
the rating system as the final 
determinant of program con- 
tent.’’ Father Fischer said. 


“THE ADOPTION of this 
family viewing policy itself, 
and the manner in which it 
was decided clearly indicates 
that the public interest was 


not taken into account seri- . 
ously... 

““When the family viewing 
time is conceived of as being 
between 7 and 9 p.m: in the 
Eastern and Western time 
zones, and between.6 and 8 
p.m. in’ the Central and 
Rocky Mountain time zones, 
it would appear that conveni- 
ence for the broadcasters and 
not the public interest is the 
determining factor.’’
